BERLIN, June IS —Strinpent regula- 


tions now preventing thousands of Ger- 
mans l.vmg abroad from vsitlng the fa- 
therland may be abrogated If the gov- 
ernment approves a plan wnich it is con- 
sidering. The proposal, which is to lift 
the ban against former German subjects 
who emigrated without performing mili- 
tary senilce, emanated from German cir- 
cles in the United States and took form 
In a petition recently framed by Pro- 
fessor Ernest Richard of Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York, on behalf of German 
societies. 
Their petition has been laid 


before the German chancellor. 


\Vhile the govern-nent has not yet 


como to any decision, the proposal' is 
known to be" i;eceivini? friendly consider- 
ation. 
It is commented upon even in 


extreme conservative quarters, where ob- 
jections to it would most natuplly be 
expected. 
It is urged that merely the 


commercial advantage to be expected 
from permitting German-Americans of 
wealth to revisit the latherland •would be 
great and the moral effect of a measrre 
promoting more cordial relations 
with 


America, ^\ here the German is so largo 
and influential, is an even more Import- 
ant consideration. 
Should It be decided to n>lax the pres- 
ent regulations a distinction will 
be 
made between Germans -who evaded ser- 
vice and those who deserted while act- 
ually under the arms. 
The latter will 
not be admitted under any circumstances. 
Thus an investigation would be neces- 
sary In each case, but It is thought this 
difficulty could be easily surmounted.

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Two New States in Sight. 


The admission of Arizona ard N«w Mexico to statehood sepa- 


rately is now assured through th » passage of the bill by the House 
as amended by the Senate. 
'The amendment was the Senate 


substitute providing for the adm ssion as States of the.two Territo- 
ries, but not until a Constitution had been adopted by each of them, 
approved by the President and ratified by Congress. The action of 
the Senate in passing the bill in its amended form after a brief de- 
bate Seems to have been hastened by the desire for an early ad- 
journment of Congress. 


All ground for appre Tension that the House and Senate would 


lock horns in conference on the amended bill was removed in the 
debate in the Senate and in the statement made subsequently by 
Chairman Hamilton of Michigan of the House Committee on Ter- 
ritories, as he believed thU the House would agree, although it de- 
sired to shorten the time when the statehood law shall become 
operative. 
The objection to the Senate amendment in this respect 


was that it will delay the law becoming operative for two and one- 
half j ears. 


In Arizona there is a general feeling of elation over the passage 


of the statehood bill by 'Jongre; s. It was feared that, owing to 
the nearness of the close of the present session, nothing would be 
done until the short session beginning in December and the pros- 
pects of "hopes deferred" had giv.-n rise to a feeling of despondency. 
The only interests in Ari?ona who regret the success of the bill are 
a few big mine-owners i nd the cattlemen combination who have 
all along- favored continu ng a territorial existence indefinitely. 


One of the features cf the b 11 is that it requires a higher edu- 


cational standard to qualify votei s to exercise the rights of citizen- 
ship than that imposed or other States by their respective enabling 
acts. But the raising of :he educational standard has undoubtedly 
been prompted by the knowledge that a I?.rge proportion of the 
adult population of Xew Mexico belong to the ignorant Mexican 
peon class who are removed onlv a short step above the plane of 
the uncivilized aborigine and this virtually-incapable of-exercising 
the boon of citizenship intelligently and would, in all probability, 
become mere political chattels to be bartered in the hands of un- 
scrupulous and unconscionable p >liticians. 


It is time that OakL-.nd should be moved much higher up in 


the weckh' list in Bradstreets' I'ank Clearings Report, for it out- 
ranks in the weekly amoints of its clearings many cities now oc- 
cupying a place ahead of it in fie list.
